Unfortunately there are several serious difficulties in the way of intro- 
ducing these machines. The “tsetse” fly prevails in many parts and 
trained cattle are dear and incapable of much hard work; moreover, it 
is almost impossible to find natives who can use a plough. In these 
circumstances it would appear that the introduction of motor ploughs 
is the only way of meeting the requirements of the cotton growing

The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul- 
General at Buenos Aires (Mr. H. G. Mackie) on the trade of that 
district in 1912 and the first eight months of 1913, which will shortly 
be issued :— 


Granite is very scarce in Argentina, and what there is is far removed 
from the large trading centres. The paving of 
streets and ballasting of railways is consequently 
a difficult and costly problem. With the large 
docks under construction and other public works 
in progress, the demand, which is already considerable, is likely to 

go on increasing. Among the few sources of local supply may be 
mentioned Tandil, which is 250 miles from the capital ; Olavarria, 
180 miles; and Cordoba, over 400 miles. Stone is also imported 
from Uruguay at-a cost that does not exceed that of the local 
quarries, but owing to the heavy cost of transport by rail it can be 
shipped all the way from Europe at practically the same cost as stone 
quarried in the Republic. Most of the stone comes from Norway, 
but granite for facing buildings is also being imported from Aberdeen. 

On account of the soft subsoil macadamised roads are impracticable 
in Argentina unless laid on cement foundations. For roads that 
have to withstand the wear and tear of heavy traffic granite blocks 
are indispensable. 

In 1912 more paving was done in Buenos Aires than in any 
previous year, and the supply of imported setts amounted to over 
200,000 tons. Roughly, 55 miles of street were torn up and re-paved. 
The necessary funds were raised in Europe by means of 5 per cent, 
interest bearing bonds, but the whole sum has been expended and a 
new issue of £4,000,000 is said to be under contemplation. Dr. 
Celesia, who presented the Bill to Congress, declared that nothing 
short of £40,000,000 would sufficé to meet the expenses of the paving 
scheme now under consideration, and by means of which its promoters 
seek to make Buenos Aires the best paved city in the world. It is 
worthy of note that all of the material employed—cement, granite, 
asphalt, &c.—has to be imported from abroad.

There is a large demand in Argentina for grain bags for the shipment 
of cereals. As the number required depends 
entirely upon the various crops the trade is 
a highly speculative one. As a rule the farmer 
does not have the capital needed to purchase bags when they are 
cheap, which occurs when the harvest is a bad one. A good harvest 
at once increases the price of bags and thus sharp fluctuations arise 
in the trade. 

Until recently grain bags were manufactured in Argentina out

‘of jute imported in the form of hessian cloth direct from Calcutta, 


but the demand exceeded the supply and the importation of the 
manufactured article has become feasible. The Government has 
been obliged to remove the duty on jute bags as well as on jute to 
meet the requirements of the grain market. Owing to the high cost

of local labour it is expected that a considerable business in foreign- 
made bags will be done in the near future. 

The class of bag likely to be in demand is never known until late 

in each season, being dependent upon the harvest. The probable 
size appears to be 47 by 26 inches, with a capacity of 154 ~*~’ the 
weight of the hessian being about 9 or 10 ozs. In view of the great 
demand serviceable bags and new bags will hencetorth pay an 
export duty of ld. per lb. 

The milling industry is likewise developing rapidly, and there is 
consequently a growing demand for flour bags. The price of flour 
bags is subject to the vagaries of the cotton market, but large 
supplies are drawn principally from Manchester. 

The Chamber of Deputies passed a Bill in August, 1913, 
authorising the expenditure of £100,000 for the purchase of grain 
bags, twine and sacking, for sale to agriculturists at cost price to 
meet the exigencies of the coming harvest. [Note Apparently, 
however, this Bill has still to pass the Senate. | 


In imported footwear (valued at £158,100 in 1912) the United 
Kingdom still heads the list, but is being 
Boots and Shoes. followed closely by the United States. Notwith- 
standing the Slentitul supply of good leather in 
Argentina and the heavy duties imposed on imported boots and 
shoes, the local factories are unable to keep foreign manufactures 
out of the market. : 
The local styles and tastes need a closer study. The American 
type of boot has been much in evidence, but its popularity may only 
be dependent upon the prevailing fashions, which change rapidly in 
Siesta, The popular game of football keeps alive a good demand 
for athletic footwear.

Confidential Information. 


Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Corres-

pondents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1912, 1,098 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 146,578 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regulur supply of the weekly ‘“ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not ‘intended to be published at all. 

Firms in the United Kingdom who wish to have their names 
inscribed on the Special Register should apply in writing to the 
Director of the Teieinintel Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application.

CONTINENTAL EARTHENWARE AND GLASSWARE IN 
SOUTH AFRICA. 


Exhibition of Samples at the Board of Trade. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade recently 
received from H.M. Trade Commissioner in South Africa (Sir R. 
Sothern Holland) certain samples of Continental earthenware, china 
and glass, selling in the South African market. These samples, 
which were collected in order to give manufacturers in the United 
Kingdom an opportunity of becoming acquainted with the nature of 
the goods of foreign origin which sell in South Africa, have been 
exhibited in Tunstall for some weeks. They have now been returned 
to London and are available for inspection by United Kingdom manu- 
facturers at the offices of the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, London, E.C. Those manufacturers who have not 
already seen the samples may now inspect them at this address, while 
those who have seen them and desire to make any statement, or to 
receive further information, regarding them are invited to do so. 

The collection and exhibition of these samples by the Board of 
Trade is part of a general policy which was recently inaugurated of 
placing before manufacturers here, actual samples of foreign goods 
which compete with United Kingdom goods in the Oversea Dominions, 
or the like of which made in the United Kingdom have not hitherto 
been sold in those Dominions, with full details as to prices, freights, 
customs duties, &c. Results show that these exhibitions have 
aroused considerable interest on the part of manufacturers here, and 
have also been of much practical value. (24,568.) 





MORATORIUM IN GREECE. 


With reference to the notice on p. 181 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 23rd October relative to the Moratorium in Greece, 
H.M. Minister at Athens reports that the Moratorium was introduced 
on the basis of Law 4068 of 19th October, 1912, which allowed the 
Government to issue Royal Decrees defining its duration. During 
the period that the Moratorium is still in force, the hearing 
of cases by default, the execution of all judicial decisions generally, 
and enforceable deeds generally. are not allowed to take place ; also all 
delays fixed by law or by judicial judgment are stayed, and consequently 
the delays for bringing an action for unpaid drafts are likewise stayed, 
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Moratorium in Greece. 


as also are all prescriptions and limitations as long as the delay 
of the prescription expires within the period of the Moratorium. 
Finally, stipulated delays are stayed if they expire within the period 
of the Moratorium, and so long as from such expiration, a forfeiture 
of a right or the payment of a fine may result. Conservatory measures 
may, however, be taken during the duration of the Moratorium. 

The foregoing is a summary of the Moratorium introduced in 
October, 1912, and which is still in force with the following 
modifications :—- 

The last Royal Decree was issued on 1st November, 1913,and provided 
that the Moratorium will be in force until 1st/14th December, 1913, 
but it is considered as certain that it will be further extended for one 
month more at least. The said Royal Decree also provided that after 
Ist November, 1913, suits by default concerning legal transactions 
entered upon after 1st/14th November would be exceptionally allowed 
to be heard. It has also been allowed, from 2nd/15th September, 1913, 
that cases by default may be tried, and forced execution on suits 


against the State, municipalities or Joint Stock Companies may be 
made. (25,679.) 


BRITISH VICE-CONSULATE CLOSED AT MATANZAS, CUBA.

PURCHASE OF GOVERNMENT STORES IN SOUTH AFRICA. 
Increased Preference to South African Manufacturers. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner for South Africa (Sir R. Sothern 
Holland) reports that it has recently been announced by the South 
African Finance -Department that the Tender Board Regulations 
have been amended so as to provide a preference of 10 per cent. to 
local manufacturers in respect of goods manufactured entirely from 
local products, and a preference otf 5 per cent. in the case of goods 
manufactured partly from local products. 

This high preference is substituted for the preference of 5 per 
cent. and 2} per cent., respectively, previously granted to local 
manufacturers under Clause 18 of the Tender Board Regulations of 
3rd May, 1913. (23,936.) 





MEXICAN BANK NOTES. 


With reference to the notice on p. 336 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal”’ of 138th November relative to notes issued by Mexican 
banks having been declared legal tender for one year, H.M. Minister 
at Mexico City reports that these banks are, however, bound to 
maintain the metallic reserves provided for in their respective con- 
eessions with which to guarantee the notes they have issued. The 
security for the ultimate payment of the notes is, accordingly, not 
affected by the Decree, but remains the same as it has been 
previously. 
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As stated in the former notice this action was rendered necessary 
owing to the exchange value of the dollar having fallen below its 
intrinsic value, thus holding out a direct inducement for depositors, 
&c. to secure silver dollars in order to melt them down for export. 
This threatened to produce a run upon the banks, already seriously 
hampered by the difficulty of collecting outstanding credits in the 
country districts, and called for some action by the Government to 
avert a most disastrous financial crisis. 

Although this measure was intended mainly to check a run on the 
reserves of the banks by the demand for specie in exchange for 
notes, still the provision in the Decree making silver coins of the 
value of 50 cents legal tender for payments of any amount will also 
serve to check the hasty withdrawal of large sums by depositors, as 
these coins have considerably less intrinsic value, relatively, than the 
silver dollars. 

H.M, Minister, writing under date of 12th November, adds that 
although the Decree at first caused some alarm amongst the public, 
they are beginning to adapt themselves to the new conditions, with 
the result that there is reason to believe that anything like a serious 
crisis has been averted.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
NOVEMBER, 1913.* 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for November, 1913, when compared with those 
for November, 1912, show decreases in the values of the Imports into 
the United Kingdom and Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise, 
but an increase in the value of the Exports of the Produce and 
Manufactures of the United Kingdom. 

The value of the Imports in November was £68,473,025, a 
decrease of £2,514,353, or 3°5 per cent., as compared with November, 
1912; whilst the total Exports amounted to £52,756,807, a decrease 
of £232,916. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the 
United Kingdom show an increase of £1,397,801, or 3:2 per cent., as 
compared with November, 1912; whilst there is a decrease of 
£1,630,717, or 16°9 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial 
Merchandise,

V.—SHIPPING IN NOVEMBER. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
November, 1913, amounted to 3,931,080 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 5,611,967 tons, as against 3,909,046 tons entered, and 
5,718,344 tons cleared, during November, 1912. With regard to 
the coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during 
November, 1913, amounted to 2,726,552 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,680,907 tons, as against 2,909,466 tons entered, and 
2,886,449 tons cleared in November, 1912. 


VI—ELEVEN MONTHS’ SHIPPING, JANUARY-NOVEMBER. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the eleven months, January-November, 1913, amounted to 44,848,110 
tons, and the tonnage cleared to 62,229,406 tons, as against 
42,113,600 tons entered, and 56,726,892 tons cleared, during the 
eleven months, January-November, 1912. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the eleven months, 
January-November, 1913, amounted to 32,083,036 tons, and the 
tonnage cleared to 31,535,481 tons, as against 30,447,782 tons 
entered, and 30,144,065 tons cleared, during the corresponding 
period of 1912. 








TRADE CONDITIONS IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 
GENERAL. 


Greece.— The “ Handelsmuseum ” (Vienna) of 27th November states 
that, with the exception of a temporary sluggishness in October, the 
trade of Athens and the Piraeus has been improving steadily in the past 
few months. The Customs receipts show a normal development in 
the import trade. Large numbers of commercial travellers from 
abroad have visited these places and most of them have done good 
business; the few who did not failed because they were unwilling to 
take new orders until the old accounts had been settled. Retail trade 
is also very brisk, having been stimulated by the unusually large 
number of visitors from the surrounding islands and the territories 
under military occupation. 

The activity of trade-in the capital is in marked contrast to the 
stagnation of the provinces. As all the reserves have not yet been . 
disbanded, the relations between wholesale dealers and their pro- 
vincial customers, both as regards orders and payments, are very 
unsatisfactory. In view of the good harvest, however, it is hoped 
that matters will soon mend in this respect.

Greece (Salonica).—The Acting British Consul-General at Salonica 
(Mr. J. Morgan) reports that, since the beginning of the late war, the 
foreign banks have refused to grant any fresh credits to local firms, 
and have endeavoured to recover all sums due to them, and to exact 
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the payment of all sums advanced by them, on the dates on which 
such payment falls due, without renewing the advance. 

The local banks content themselves with renewing all advances 
made by them when such fall due, in order to avoid causing 
unnecessary failures, until more favourable trade conditions prevail. 

Tn these circumstances it would not be advisable, adds Mr. Morgan, 
for United Kingdom firms to accord any new credits at this juncture. 
In the case of Salonica firms of good standing the credits already 
granted them might be renewed, but not increased. 

No commercial courts as yet exist, and this combined with the 
continuation of the Moratorium (see notice on p. 562) has led a great 
many local firms to refuse, perhaps only for a time, to meet their

GLASS. 


Switzerland. The “‘ Handelsmuseum ” (Vienna) of 27th November 
states that the glass factories of Switzerland produce chiefly beer- 
bottles, wine-bottles and carboys. The high railway rates and import 
duties enable the Swiss manufacturers to compete, with some success, 
with foreign imports, although the glass works in Switzerland are not 
very big in consequence of the small and often fluctuating demand. 
The production of beer-bottles increased considerably during the year 
1912, but cannot compare with the huge supplies from the German 
factories. The demands for wine-bottles and carboys are subject to 
changes, being respectively dependent on the result of the vintage 
and the state of the chemical industry. On account of the keen com- 
petition of the Belgian glass works, it is extremely difficult for the 
new window glass factory in Switzerland to obtain and preserve

COAL. 


Germany.—The “ Bérsen Zeitung ” (Berlin) of 7th December states 
that the results obtained in the Ruhr coal district during the last 
month were not so good as in October. This, however, was due to 
the fact that there were four working days less in November than in 
the previous month. The average daily sale of coal last month was 
much in advance of October, though hardly as big as was expected. 
The gradual decline in the coke market, which has been experienced 
during the last few months, was even more noticeable in November; 
this is attributed to the low state of the iron market and the mild 
state of the weather, which latter naturally affects the sales of house 
eoke. The demand for briquettes remains weak and the average daily 
sale did not exceed that of October.

IRON AND STEEL. 


Germany.— The “ Bérsen Zeitung ” (Berlin) of 2nd December states 
that there is no foundation for the rumour that the bar iron manufac- 
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turers of Saarbrucken and the surrounding districts have been delibe- 
rating with a view to the formation of a Bar-lron Makers’ Union. It 
is true that discussions took place some time ago, but these were for 
the purpose of securing better terms of payment; at a meeting of repre- 
sentatives from all the establishments in the district, which was held 
at the end of November, no mention was made of the question. In 
Rhenish-Westphalia a proposal of this nature was rejected in J uly 
last and the subject has not been brought up again; a union 
comprising only the foundries of South and South West Germany 
would be of little practical value. As regards the industry itself, 
business is somewhat calmer. Large purchases have been made- for 
export, and in some establishments orders have considerably improved. 
Most of the foundries are full to the end of March, but buyers insist 
on the longest possible terms for payment. An effort is being made 
to maintain the somewhat higher prices. 


The ‘* Bérsen Zeitung ” (Berlin) of 5th December states that at the 
last meeting of the ‘‘ Stahlwerksverband ” it was reported that the 
home demand for semi-manufactured products showed no decrease, and 
that producers of finished products were still complaining of further 
cutting down in prices. The order of the Prussian State Railways 
for superstructural material for the coming year has been distributed 
among the works, but orders for rails, sleepers, and small iron fittings 
are badly needed for the beginning of 1914. The Rhenish- 
Westphalian and Upper Silesian works are nearly full up for the 
coming year as regards orders for pit-rails, but the export market has 
fallen very flat on account of keen foreign competition in prices. In 
grooved rails more home orders have come in, and negotiations are 
taking place for a number of important foreign ones. ‘The situation 
in the section-iron market remains unchanged, and sales during the 
first quarter of 1914 will be at present-day prices and conditions, 
Tightness in the money market has resulted in rather a dearth of 
aioe, but better things are hoped for next year. 


The “Frankfurter Zeitung” of 4th December states that most of 
the small ironwork industries of Germany are suffering from scarcity 
of work and low prices. This is especially true of the structural iron 
industry, in which operations are being curtailed in consequence of 
the depression in the building trade. The lock industry is similarly 
affected, although in this case prices are kept up to some extent by 
the conventions. In the Solingen district the situation varies. The 
demand for cutlery is good, and the cycle, motor, and small-arms 
factories are well employed. On the other hand there has been little 
demand for agricultural implements this season, whilst in the tool 
industry employment is decreasing and the recent rise in prices 
cannot be maintained. The rivet trade is suffering heavily from 
unemployment and steadily falling prices, and on the screw market 
things are not much better. ‘The export trade is generally un- 
satisfactory. Business with the Balkan States has contracted owing 
to the absence of payment guarantees and the lack of confidence ; 
whilst the keenness of competition is telling severely on prices 
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elsewhere. eae differ as to the probable effect of the United 
States tariff changes, but little is hoped for from this source.

LEATHER. 


Russia.—H.M. Consul-General at Moscow (Mr. C. Clive Bayley) 
reports that. according to the local press, the unusual autumn weather 
experienced this year has in many ways influenced the market in 
leather goods in Russia. The winter season in the leather goods trade 
can generally be reckoned to commence in the early days of October, 
but this year autumn goods were still in demand in that month. It \ 
is, however, now possible to form some idea of the leather goods’ trade 
during the past autumn. In the north-western district a shoemakers’ 
strike, which lasted a month, had an unfavourable effect on the trade 
in footwear. One result of the strike was an increased demand for 
leather goods, especially footwear, at an enhanced price of 10 per cent. 
Notwithstanding this, the tone of the leather market developed a 
lively and yet normal character. The winter season in footwear has 
now begun, however. ‘The machine-boot factories are overwhelmed 
with orders and find it impossible to deliver to time. Hand-made 
shoes are also enjoying a good demand. The sale of footwear in 
Siberia and Trans-caucasia still grows. Payments are promptly ful- 
filled, but in granting credit firms are, as hitherto, cautious and careful. 
_ In the villages alsu there was a good demand during the autumn , 
for boots, thereby indicating that the harvest was good, and as the 
produce of the harvest is only being slowly liquidated, there 1s every 
ground for believing that the demand of the peasants for footwear 
will continue good for some time longer. In the southern and south- 
western districts the trade in footwear and leather goods was generally 
lively throughout the autumn at steady prices. 

In the cities, especially in St. Petersburg, sales were noticeably 
larger in the past season than last year ; prices rose in an unpre- 
cedented manner, and some articles were from 20 to 30 per cent. dearer 
than in the previous year. In the raw leather trade high prices 
ruled in the cities, which showed, on the one hand, a general better- 
nient in economic conditions and an increased number of buyers, and 4 
on the other, diminished stocks of leather both in the hands of 
manufacturers and of wholesale dealers. As such activity in the 
leather market was unexpected, dealers and manufacturers had not 
provided themselves with large enough stocks. The Russian Com- 
missariat Department placed important orders, and an increased 
export abroad also took place in leather gcods. 

Especially marked in the past season was the demand for kid and 
calf; in “shagrin” the demand was somewhat less. ‘Trade in 
Russia-leather and sole-leather was very lively, and sales were 30-40 
per cent. greater than in the same season last year. 

So far as payments were concerned, conditions were better, and 
dealers granted credit more readily than during the spring and 
sunimer seasons, (25,022.)

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LEATHER— continued. 


United States of America—H.M. Consul-General at Chicago 
(Mr. H. D. Nugent) reports that, according to the local press, there 
has been a revival lately in the importation of East India tanned 
hides into the United States. The fact that the former tariff 
provided that tanned hides should pay duty militated against the 
importation of Kast India tanned hides, even although these are only 
half tanned by the native tanners. 

Latterly, however, many merchants have turned their attention 
to the East India stock, and, so far as can be learned, are finishing 
these lightly tanned hides and kips into patent leather, which is 
saleable at a relatively lower price than patent sides tanned from 
domestic hides. [From reports received, the patent leather made from 
the grain split of the East India tanned stock is giving satisfaction 
at the price, and the tanner has the flesh split in addition, to market, 
Inasmuch as there is a brisk trade in all these varieties of splits, there 
is no difficulty experienced in selling. 

Some years ago practically all of these Hast India tanned skins 
and hides were purchased direct from native shippers, but, owing to 
abuse in deliveries made by natives, the bulk of the goods is now 
marketed in London, and prices are set by periodical public sales. 

This half-tanned stock is produced in tbe southern Provinces of 
India, and mostly finds its way to the seaboard at Madras, which is 
the chief shipping port for tanned hides and skins. The tanned 
hides are of light weight, averaging 14 to 16 lbs. in the cured state.

TEXTILES. 


France.— The “ Bérsen Zeitung ” (Berlin) of 2nd December states 
that the French wool market shows little signs of improvement, and 
that there has been practically no change in prices, either in French 
or foreign wools. Woollen waste and tops are still very quiet, but 
lately trade in woollen yarn has brightened up a little, whilst some 
good orders have been received for worsted yarn of medium quality. 
On account of the abnormal weather experienced lately, a great many 
orders for ready-made clothing have been cancelled, with the resuit 
that manufacturers are left with quantities of material on their hands, 
which it is hard to dispose of. Prices of cotton yarn have dropped a 
little, and the industry is generally unsatisfactory. The weakening 
of prices in raw silk has led many buyers to withhold their purchases 
for atime. There is no change in the linen industry, whilst jute 
yarn and jute goods are somewhat less in demand than previously.

United States of America—H.M. Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. 
H. D. Nugent) reports that, according to the local press, the atten- 
dance of buyers in the market at the opening of the 1914 carpet 
season was large. Ordering in some quarters was unusually good. 
The iower-priced rugs have been given a preference by buyers again, 
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although no price changes of moment were made in the leading 
goods. The finer grades of rugs have not been selling well lately, 
and the new prices are accepted as more attractive and promising a 
larger volume of business for the coming season. Reductions on 
some well-known lines varied from 1 dol. to 2 dols. (4s, 2d. to 8s. 4d.) 
a rug, based on 9 ft. by 12 ft. sizes. 

The cost of raw materials for carpets and rugs has risen steadily 
in the past few months to an extent that makes it impracticable to 

rant the price concessions merchants would like to have. Jute is 
40 dols. a ton higher than it was last season, cotton yarns have 
advanced very materially, and the foreign wool markets have 
advanced so much that practically no benefit will accrue to the carpet 
manufacturers from the abolition of the import duty on wool. The 
probability of all mills being able to run their looms at full capacity 
for the next six months is slight, but in some cases advance bookings 
have already been large enough to insure full and steady operations. 

Of the new rugs offered, one that is attracting considerable atten- 
tion is made from natural shades of wool without artificial colourings 


of any kind. (C, 9,448.) 





COPPER AND IRON INDUSTRIES OF RUSSIA IN 1912. 


The ‘ Pravitelstvennei Vyestnik” (St. Petersburg) of 9th/22nd 
November states that the annual production of copper in Russia has 
increased from about 500,000 pouds in 1901 to 2,047,000 pouds in 
1912. The estimated production for 1913 is about 2,150,000 pouds. 
Moreover, three new concerns are being established having an esti- 
mated annual output of 500,000 pouds, so that in the near future the 
total yearly production of copper in Russia should be about 2,650,000 
pouds. The quantity of copper ore treated rose from 29,000,000 
pouds in 1908 to 65,000,000 pouds in 1912. The principal centres 
of the industry are the Ural Mountains, Caucasia and Siberia, the 
first-mentioned accounting for nearly one-half of the total output. 
Altogether twenty smelting works, more than 100 copper mines, and 
three chemical works, were engaged i in 1912. The conditions pre- 
vailing in the industry last year were decidedly favourable, and the 
total value of the output of Russian copper was about 30 million 
roubles (about £3,170,000). 

Iron Ore.—The total output of iron ore in 1912 amounted to 
488,000,000 pouds, an increase of 59,000,000 pouds over the previous 
year. The most important place of production is Krivoi Rog in 
South Russia, where 327,000,000 pouds were produced in 1912, an 
increase of 133 per cent. as compared with the preceding year, and, 
if compared with the annual average of the last ten years, an increase 
of 60 percent. About 37,000,000 pouds ot iron ore were exported 
from this district in 1912, mostly to Germany. It may be noted 
that whilst the output of iron ore in the Krivoi Rog district increased 
in 1912 by 24 per cent. the exports decreased by 32 per cent. 

Another important district in South Russia is Kertch, where the 
production in 1912 rose to 25,000,000 pouds of ore, an increase o 
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39 per cent. over 1911. The output of the Central Russian mines 
amounted in 1912 to about 18,000,000 pouds, an increase over 1911 
of 62 per cent. In Poland the quantity of iron ore produced in 1912 
was also about 18,000,000 pouds, an increase over 1911 of 14 per 
cent. The output of the remaining districts—North Russia, Caucasia 
and Siberia—has not in recent years exceeded 100,000 to 200,000 
pouds per annum each. 

There are in Russia altogether 255 iron works, 167 of which were 
in action in 1912, employing 284,000 hands. To the Russian iron 
industry, the year 1912 was one of exceptional activity. The quantity 
of pig iron produced was 256,266,000 pouds, an increase of 
37,200,000 pouds, or 17 per cent., over 1911. The share of the 
various districts in the mahi of pig-iron in 1912 was as 
follows :—Urals 20 per cent. ; South Russia 69 per cent.; Poland 9°4 
per cent.; and Central Russia 1°6 per cent. The production of 
pig-iron in North and Baltic Russia is insignificant and in Siberia 
nil. It is estimated that the production of pig-iron in Russia 
in 19138 will amount to 316,000,000 pouds, divided amongst the 
various districts as follows, viz.:—in South Russia 210,000,000 
pouds ; in the Urals 61,000,000 pouds; in Poland 26,000,000 pouds, 
and in Central Russia 19,000,000 pouds. 

On the whole the prospects of the iron industry in Russia are very 
satisfactory. ‘The steadily increasing demand for railway and building 
material and the general progress of all industries, especially in South 
Russia and the Urals, open great possibilities for future development.

DEVELOPMENT OF PETROLEUM DEPOSITS IN 
ARGENTINA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul- 
General at Buenos Aires (Mr. H. G. Mackie) on the trade of that 
district in 1912 and the first eight months of 19138, which will 
shortly be issued :— 


The dearth of coal in Argentina during the coal strike of 1912 
brought into prominent relief the great need for a substitute for 
that fuel. The threatened disorganisation of the transport service 
in an agricultural country like Argentina is naturally a serious 
matter, but apart from this, if a cheaper substitute for coal could 
be found, its far-reaching effect would be to develop the vast 
inland districts at present too far removed from the coast to render 
the transport of their produce practicable. The recent discovery of 
oil in widely separated districts of the Republic has naturally 
aroused the Argentine Government to action. 

In the northern Provinces oil has been discovered at several points, 
notably in Jujuy and in Salta, and at San Cristobal, in the Province 
of Santa Fé; in the west, in the Province of Mendoza; and in the 
south, on the coast some 1,200 miles from Buenos Aires. The 
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southern fields at Comodoro Rivadavia are undoubtedly the largest 
in the Republic. The borings go down to about 150 yards and several 
gushers have been struck. Out of the 10 wells that have been bored 
five are working, and fresh wells are being sunk. 13,800 tons of 
petroleum were obtained in 1912, but the present estimated output is 
28,800 tons. The oil obtained from the fields is usually of a gravity 
of about 946 and has an asphaltic base. When refined it will 
probably serve as an illuminant. It is believed that some 2,000,000 
tons of oil fuel would be needed to displace the coal used in the country, 
a quantity that would represent the output of 151 wells. 

The Commissioners have recommended the immediate development 
of the Comodoro Rivadavia fields at a cost of £1,310,000. The plant 
recommended includes 12 drilling rigs, 6 steel storage tanks (each 
having a capacity of 1,320,000 gallons) and 20 similar tanks (with 
a capacity of 44,000 gallons), refining plant (capable of refining 
66,000 gallons of oil per diem), pumps, motors, piping and loading 
installations, at a total cost of £704,000. In addition to the plant, 
four tank vessels of a total carrying capacity of 15,000 tons are recom- 
mended, at a cost of £304,000. A sum of £147,900 is also suggested for 
the purchase of 28 storage tanks of 660,000 to 1,320,000 gallons each. 
These tanks would be distributed among the principal ports, where 
depéts will be established. 

Comodoro Rivadavia is at present an open roadstead, and the 
only facilities for shipping are offered by a mole that prujects for a 
distance of 600 yards into 20 feet of water. It is proposed to 
lengthen the mole by some 300 yards, which will reach a depth 
of 24 feet. 

The Government has passed a law reserving to its own exclusive 
use 12,500 acres of the petroliferous zone of Comodoro Rivadavia, 
in which no more mining or prospecting rights will be granted. 
There are still eight small companies working some of the deposits, 
the most important being an Austro-Argentine concern; but it is 
clear that the policy now pursued by the Government will operate in 
restraint of private enterprise. For the present, at least, the natural 
development of the oilfields is being held in check until such time 
as State funds may be forthcoming.

GOLD COAST: 


With reference to the Notice which appeared on p. 476 of the ‘* Board 
Bill to Amend of Trade Journal” for the 29th May, 1913, 
“ Opium respecting the regulation of the importation, 
Or RD 1913.” storage, and disposal of opium in the Gold Coast 
. ‘Colony, under the “ Opium Ordinance, 1913,” the 
Board of Trade are now in receipt of a copy of the “ Government 
Gazette,” dated 18th October last, which contains the text of a Bill 
which has been introduced into the Legislative Council for the pur- 
pose of amending the provisions of the above-mentioned Ordinance, 
The Bill proposes to amend Section 15 of the original Ordinance 
by empowering the Governor-in-Council to make such rules as he 
may consider expedient for prohibiting, restricting or regulating the 
exportation of opium from the Colony, in order to meet the require- 
ments of the International Opium Convention of 1912. (©. 9,500.)

FRANCE. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
ii ail information to the effect that a proposal to

The Article in question proposes that Article 16 of the Law of the 
28th December, 1895 shall be abrogated, and that Article 18 of 
Chapter II. of the Law of the 6th/22nd August, 1791 (“ Code des 
Douanes ”), shall read as follows :— 


If the goods presented (for clearance) exceed by more than one per cent. the 
weight, the number or the measure declared, the provisions of Article 21 of the 
present Chapter* shall be applicable. With regard, however, tv goods other than 
metals, dutiable, by weight, at 10 francs or less per 100 kilogrammes, the 
penalties will be incurred only if the excess weight is over 10 per cent. of the 
declared weight. 

The amount of the excess is to be calculated in relation to the weight, the 
number or the measure set out in the declaration, or in a note annexed thereto, 
for each article, group of packages, or packages comprised in one declaration 
(dans un méme article), or for each class of goods contained in one and the same 


package. 

In forwarding this information, H.M. Ambassador at Paris reports 
that in the preamble to the Bill it is stated, with reference to this 
proposal, that the adoption of measures more restrictive than those 
now in force is rendered necessary by the desire of the Customs 
authorities to reduce the number of their examinations of consign- 
ments, and also to prevent a special kind of fraudulent practice 
which consists in grouping a number of packages under one 
declaration and taking advantage of the margin allowed for errors. 

[| Note.— Article 16 of the Law of the 28th December, 1895 (which 
it is now proposed to abrogate) provides that if the goods presented 
(for clearance) exceed by more than 5 per cent. the weight, the 
number, or the measure declared, the excess shall be subject to the 
payment of quadruple.duty. As regards goods other than metals, 
dutiable, by weight, at 10 francs or less per 100 kilogrammes, 
quadruple duty shall be exacted only if the excess weight is over 
10 per cent. of the declared weight.]

The Order-in-Council repeals the regulations previously issued 
governing the drawback in respect of such vessels. 

At the same time it provides that a drawback may be granted and 
paid by the Minister of Customs on materials used in the construction 
of ships and vessels built and registered in Canada and built and 
exported from Canada under Governor’s pass, for sale and registry in 
any other country, at the rate of 1°15 dol. per gross registered ton on 
iron kneed ships or vessels classed for 15 years; at the rate of 
85 cents per registered gross ton on iron kneed ships or vessels 
classed for 9 years; at the rate of 75 cents per registered gross ton 
on iron kneed ships or vessels classed for 7 years; and at the rate of 
65 cents per registered gross ton on all ships and vessels not iron 
kneed, and all ships or vessels iron kneed and not classed. 

The person claiming drawback, who must be the builder of the 
ship or vessel, is required to make a declaration in prescribed form, 
and to furnish a certificate from the Registrar of Shipping in certain 
specified terms. 

All applications for payment of drawback must be placed before the 
Customs Department, with evidence as above-mentioned complete, 
within a period of six months from the date of registration of the 
vessel upon which the claim is made, otherwise the applications will 
be rejected. 

Drawbacks will be paid only on vessels which have within

The purified methyl alcohol must conform to the following

(1) It should be colourless and perfectly clear.

(3) It should be miscible with distilled water in any proportion. 
(4) Not more than 4 cubic centimetre of acetone oils should 
separate when tested in the prescribed manner. 
(5) When distilled, at least 95 per cent. by volume should have 
passed over at a temperature of 68° C. (C. 9,468.)

infestation) from the Northern Territory, by sea, into New South 
Wales is prohibited for a period of 12 months, whilst all cattle, 
horses, mules, camels, sheep, goats and fodder imported from 
Queensland, by land or sea, are also prohibited or restricted, in 


accordance with certain prescribed regulations, for a similar period.

Facilities for the cold storage of fruit at East London, prior to 
shipment, not being adequate, inspection will for the present take 
place at the ports of Capetown, Port Elizabeth and Durban only. 

The inspector will furnish full reports, as required, to the exporters 
as to the faults in packing, mis-naming of varieties, marking of boxes, 
condition of fruit selected, reasons for rejecting, and other points 
which may be of assistance to exporters. 

Information with regard to graders and other matters connected 
with the export of fruit is obtainable from tke inspectors or the Union 
Department of Agriculture. 

Exporters or their representatives may be present at the inspection 
of their fruit. 

The conditions laid down in the Notice prescribe, inter alia, that 
each exporter who wishes the Government Inspector to inspect his 
fruit prior to its exportation must previously complete an agreement 
with the Department of Agriculture in prescribed form, and, further, 
that every box of fruit passed by such inspector will be branded by 
him with the Coat of Arms of the Union of South Africa, encircled 
by the words “ Passed by Government Inspector.” 

The box in which the fruit is packed for export must comply with 
certain prescribed measurements, and must be marked in accordance 
with the regulations specified in the Notice. (C. 9,534.) 





NIGERIA, :

n the coefficient of practical utilisation of each explosive, determined 
by means of trial “‘ au bloc de plomb” by comparison with that of 
picric acid taken as unit. The fractions of a franc resulting from 
the application of the formula will be reduced to the nearest number 
of centimes which is a multiple of 5. 

Importation of dynamite into France can only be effected in virtue 
of a special Decree in each case, and if such Decree fixes the rate of

the internal tax on the explosive to be imported, the Customs will 
assess the tax at the rate so fixed. Otherwise, the importer will be 
required to deposit the tax at the maximum rate of 2 francs per 
kilogramme, and the account will be adjusted as soon as the War 
Department has ascertained and notified the coefficient of practical 
utilisation of the imported dynamite. (C. 9,579.)

4. Carriages or other vehicles, jewels and other personal property of persons 
coming to reside temporarily in the Province, including the property of 
theatrical performers and companies. 

The privilege of “temporary importation” will only be accorded 
when bond is given for the payment of the Customs duties on the 
articles imported, or when such Customs duties are actuably deposited. 
The bond will be cancelled, or the deposit returned, on the re- 
exportation of the goods, which must take place within one year from 
the date of importation and through the Customs house of importa-

Goods which are duty-free under the Customs Tariff of Angola are 
exempt from the transit tax, and goods on which the Customs duty 
amounts to less than the transit tax are to pay by way of transit 
duty only an amount equal to the Customs duty. 

i’xcept in the cases provided for in the preceding paragraph, the 
clearance of goods destined for the transit permitted by this Decree 
is subject to the deposit of the total amount of duty which would be 
payable if the goods were imported for consumption in Angola. 
This deposit will be refunded to the importer (deduction being made 
of the transit tax leviable under this Decree) if he affords proof within 
a fixed period (not to exceed one year) that the goods have actually 
been re-exported. 

It is not definitely stated when the Decree is to come into force, 
and further information on this point will be published in a sub- 
sequent issue of the ‘“* Board of Trade Journal.”

H.M. Embassy at St. Petersburg reports, on the authority of the 
“‘Pravitelstvennei Vyestnik” (St. Petersburg) of 


gi rag 2nd November, that as the Russian mercantile 
Mercantile marine, owing to its slow development, is still 
aan unable to take any large part in international 


sea-borne trade, and continues to confine itself 
exclusively to the coasting trade, the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry has drawn up a Bill proposing to institute navigation 
bounties for Russian merchant vessels. 

These bounties are to be based on the comparative working expenses 
of foreign and Russian shipping enterprises, so that vessels of Russian 
nationality will be able to compete on equal terms with foreign vessels, 
an end which it is estimated will be achieved by a bounty of 6 copecks 
(about 14d.) per hundred ton-mileage. Russian merchant vessels 
plying between (a) Russian and foreign ports, (0) foreign ports, (c) 
ports on the Danube and its tributaries, and (d) Russian ports situated 
on different seas, wil! be entitled to receive the bounty. The minimum 
tonnage necessary for any vessel to be eligible for the bounty will 
be 20 tons. Foreign-built ships flying the Russian flag for less than 
a year from the date of registry at a Russian port will be ineligible, 
and it is also proposed to exclude vessels already receiving a Govern- 
ment subsidy. 

It is estimated that 1,000,000 roubles (about £105,500) will be 
required annually for these bounties, but H.M. Commercial Attaché 
for Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) states that no provision is made for such 
a charge in the estimates for 1914 of the Departments of Mercantile 
Marine and Mercantile Ports as the Bill has not yet been brought 
before the Duma. ‘The estimates, however, do provide 100,000 roubles 
(about £10,500) for bounties for the encouragement of Russian 
coasting trade in the Pri-Amur region. This allows for approximately 
130,000,000 ton-miles at 0°05 copecks each, including 35,000 roubles 
(about £3,690) for bounties at the higher rate of 0°75. copecks 
per ton-mile for voyages north of latitude 50° N. [N.B.—The 
statement reported in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 30th October, 
pp. 249-50, named in error bounties at the rate of 5 copecks 
and 75 cupecks per ton-mile respectively. | (M. 33,114 ; M, 34,624.) 


H.M. Embassy at St. Petersburg reports that, according to the 
“ Torgovo-Promyshlennaya Gazeta” (St. Peters- 
burg) of 11th November, the Russian Ministry for 
the Volunteer Commerce and Industry will shortly introduce 
Fleet. into the Duma a Bill proposing a continuation of 

the Government contract with the Volunteer Fleet 

Company for a regular steamship service between Odessa and Vladi- 
vostok, the number of sailings to be not less than 18 per annum. The 
Volunteer Fleet has been running this service since 1880, during the 
last ten years of which the Company has been in receipt of an annual 
Government subsidy of 600,000 roubles (about £63,300). It is now 
proposed that the subsidy shall be reduced—from 1914 to 1923—to 
the sum of 178,383 roubles (about £18,830) per annum. The Bill 
also proposes the grant of a loan (without interest) of 3,920,000

roubles (about £413,700) to enable the Company to purchase four 
new steamers having a speed of 123 knots and a cargo capacity of 
not less than 500,000 pouds (about 8,000 tons) each, with a cold 
storage capacity of not less than 50,000 cubic feet per vessel. 

In support of the above Government proposals, statistics are quoted 
showing that, whereas during the period 1902-12 the outward bound 
cargo from Odessa to the Far Kast was about 48,500 tons annually, 
and the homeward bound cargo from Vladivostok was about 24,000 
tons annually, the figures for 1912 are about 117,000 tons and over 
65,000 tons, respectively. 

In the prefatory note to the Bill, the Government states that it is 
intended to introduce a separate Bill to extend the Odessa- Vladivostok 
service by the Volunteer Fleet steamers so as to include the Baltic ports, 
which at present are without direct through communication with the 
Far East, and are therefore compelled to make use of foreign-owned 


merchant vessels to the detriment ot the Russian mercantile marine.

new line of cargo steamers, called the ‘‘ Norske 
Sydamerikalinje,” with fortnightly sailings from 
the west coast of Norway to Brazil and Argentina. 
The line will not be registered as a company and will have no dis- 
tinctive flag, but each concern will provide two steamers of about 
4,000 tons each, sailing under their own house flag ; the first voyage 
will be made in May, 1914, when the summer fishing season 
opens. It is intended that the outward cargoes shall consist 
principally of fish and fish products, and the return cargoes of grain ; 
the carbide and paper factories are also expected to use the line, One 
of the companies is said to be desirous of purchasing four or five 
vessels to augment its fleet. 

It is further announced that a Norwegian shipowner is to run a 
line (with three ships), sailing every two months, from Norway, vid 
the Suez Canal to the East Africa Protectorate and Madagascar. 
An experimental voyage made last June proved a success. ‘I'he out- 


ward journey to Mombasa is reckoned to take about thirty days.

It was stated at the Congress that about 1,000,000 dessiatines of land 
in Trans-Caucasia might be irrigated by the rivers Araks and Kura, 
of which 263,000 dessiatines could be put under cotton. ‘Taking the 
average cotton crop on newly irrigated land to be from 16 to 18 pouds 
of raw cotton per dessiatine, this newly irrigated district would yield 
about 4,000,000 pouds of cotton per annum. In view of the possi- 
bility of the present yield of 1,800,000 pouds increasing in course of 
time to some 6 or 8 million pouds, the Trans-Caucasian cotton crop 
may prove an important factor in guaranteeing the supply of raw 
material so necessary tor the Russian cotton industry. 

The cotton section of the Congress affirmed that the quality of 
American cotton has declined recently, whereas the quality of Russian 
cotton has improved, and that in the last few years the Ferghana 
cotton has far excelled American cotton, in homogeneity, strength, 
and other qualities. In this ccnnection the cotton section of the 
Congress resolved to organise a Russian branch at next year’s Cotton 
Exhibition in London. (C. 9,263.)

and in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, transhipments and 
articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United Kingdom with 
each foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade at each 
port of the United Kingdom. The third volume (supplement) contains a 
classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual 
Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.
